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How do I become successful? 

Success is earned through dedication and hard work. No-one gifts this to you on a silver 
platter. 

One important aspect you should firmly plant in your mindset is: ”My Reputation is of 
Utmost Importance.” 

You build a reputation through dedication, having an ethical approach in everything 
you do, and putting the interests of your customers ahead of your own. 

Who can shoot you down in flames when you can show that your ethics are 
unguestionable and your client’s interests have always been served ahead of your own? 
When you have achieved this level of personal and professional proficiency, it will be 
extremely difficult, though people will undoubtedly try, for anyone to point the finger 
with absolute conviction, that your practices stink. That said, you need to understand 
also that your reputation takes a long time to build, however it can be destroyed in sec- 
onds. Therefore, always protect your Reputation as it will go before you. People with a 
very good reputation will become known within your industry and are invariably head 
hunted by other employers. 


How do I build my Reputation? Look around you. Identify someone who you believe 
has the qualities you feel are very important to your own beliefs. Treat this person as a 
Mentor. Mimic their actions until you have mastered them and made suitable 
adjustments that reflect the person you are. Remember always though, that your ethics 
must never be capable of being questioned. Also, remember to look after your client or 
customer as if they were your parents or grandparents. Treat them as if they are the one 
and only customer. You will be amazed at the respect you earn. 


Whilst many people chase financial reward as the one and only reason for being in 
a job, it is very often the wrong approach. You will be astounded by the financial re- 


wards that will follow you, when you treat customers as if they are number one in your 
book. It may take time, but those rewards will flow through. Remember that people 
with a good reputation are very often head hunted. This invariably means an increase in 
remuneration. This of course is what you have rightfully earned. 


Never be afraid to negotiate with your employer for a higher salary, if you know that 
you have earned the right to ask for a raise. That means, you can demonstrate that 
through your efforts, you have generated a greater reward for the business than most if 
not all of your colleagues. Know about your reputation and ease with which you could 
find alternative employment, with increased remuneration, should you look for another 
place of employment. Only when you know you possess this reputational power, do 
you have a base from which to bargain for a better outcome. Simply asking for a raise, 
without a proper reason, will only cause disappointment. 

These professional traits, when repeated in your personal life, will usually also secure 
success in personal relationships. It takes time to get to know someone. You need to 
invest time to ensure this person meets with your personal qualities and are happy to 
share the rest of your life with. Too often, relationships have failed because not enough 
time was invested in getting to know the person properly.

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City of the Future: Rotterdam? 


The future is now in Rotterdam. 
Often overlooked by international visitors who flock to its famous 
sibling (Amsterdam) up North instead, Rotterdam is arguably 
cooler and more eclectic. a 
Head here for a vibrant culinary scene and architecture straight out di. V 
of a sci-fi film. If you want to see the future of the Netherlands, 
visit Rotterdam. At street level, yov’ll hear dozens of languages 
and encounter people who hail from nearly every corner of the 
globe. Look up and you'1l see buildings that look like they’ve been cut and pasted from one 
of the Blade Runner films. Hippier, edgier, and more modern than its famous counterpart to 
the North, Rotterdam is a metropolis with its heart and soul perpetually squirming out of the 
present and into whatever comes next. 
In Rotterdam, you can find diversity waiting for you around every corner and in a disparate 
culinary scene that dishes up everything from mouth-watering Caribbean fare to hand rolled 
Chinese noodles. 
Rotterdam is the city where Ahmed Aboutaleb was appointed as Western Europe’s first 
Muslim mayor. It’s also where you'll find American artist Paul McCarthy’s Santa Claus 
triumphantly standing in a public sguare. 
Better known by its nickname, ‘Kabouter Buttplug’, the 
gleeful sculpture caused a stir when it arrived in town back 
in the ‘00s. Plenty of locals started clutching their pearls, 
but it's since become the surrounding district’s icon. This 
cheeky, confrontational, and jolly Saint Nick reflects at 
least part of Rotterdam’s ambience and culture. 
Rotterdam is home to the largest port in 
Europe and some of the continent’s 
fiercest football fans. But much to the 
, chagrin of long-time residents, 5 a 
gentrification has begun to rear its pes coiffed head, pehani an 
inevitable side effect of all that futurism. 
Things to do and see: 
Tens of thousands enter the city each day through the gates of its sleek Central Station. 
Visitors and locals alike pour into the Markthal where the ceiling is just as big of a draw as 
the food itself. It’s just a stone’s throw from the Kubuswoningen, which steadfast residents 
still live in despite layouts worthy of a 23rd century funhouse. You can take a look for 
yourself in one home that’s been turned into a museum. 
The city was all but destroyed during World War 2, but a few of its classic buildings 
survived. 
The Grote Sint-Laurenskerk was heavily damaged, 
but a restoration, that took nearly two decades, 
E ake brought the Church back to it’s former glorie. The 
=. 64 metre tower dates back to the 17th century and

October. The historic Delfshaven district provides
